RABBITS AND HATS. 


How Skins From the One Help to 


Make the Other. 


Men ami Their Head-Gear—The Invention 


of Felt lints—The Silk Hat's History 


-Australia'* lEiiblrft—A Uabbit- 


l>aw Murder. 


Five centuries ago the first felt hat; 


of which any written record has been 
preserved were worn in Kurope. Pre- 
vious to-that lime all head coverings 
had been knitted or made of cloth. 
When Ciesar invaded Gaul and Albion 
he found their inhabitants bareheaded 
and dressed in skins, and lie left them 
only the Roman dress, which at best 
included a light cap. 
The invasion ol 


the Saxons gave to the Britons the 
woolen cap called holt, from which onr 
modern term hats is derived. For 
many centuries after silk and satin anc1 


velvet were the favorite materials from 
which to fashion the headgear of peo 
pie rich enough to have any choice in 
the matter. The poor went barehftatletl 
or in rude caps of coarse cloth, or skins 
worn with the fur out, like the cat-skin 
cap still popular with the toughs ol 
London. Tuua, from Biblical times 
down to the thirteenth century, the 
fashion in dressing the head had, as far 
as the common people of the earth 
were concerned, hardly changed, anc: 
certainly not enough to make their gen- 
eral appearance different. 


ANCIENT FELT HATS. 


The first felt hats were made fron 


lambs' skins, and afterward from tin 
skins of beavers, the hitter material con- 
tinuing to bo used till recent times 
The change from lamb's skin to beaver 
was not effected without great diffi- 
culty, and tho record of subsequent 
changes in the material and the manu- 
facture of hats would form a striking 
and curious chapter in economic an 
political as well as industrial history. 


Jn the sixteenth century the trade 


guilds and corporations all had certain 
privileges, of which they were jeal- 
ously watchful, and they had rules am 
customs which, under pretext of pro- 
tecting 'industry and favoring trade, 
went far to hinder and to m:n both. 
The supply of beaver-skins becoming 
unequal to the demand, some of thp 
manufacturers had the idea of making 
hats partly of beaver and partly o: 
other hair stuff. The new hats, which 
obtained the name of demi-castors, 
had the advantage of cheapness, anc 
soon were largely patronized by the 
public. But, as beaver was a prodnc 
of the French colonies—Canada then 
belonging to France—the trade ol 
which was declared to bo injured by 
the new fabric, the Guild of Hatters 
persuaded the Government to inter- 
fere. In lu'64 an edict forbade the 
manufacture and sale of dumi-castors. 
a fine of two hundred livres boing im. 
posed on the manufacturers, with con- 
fiscation of their stock. 


Despite this prohibition, however 


the public demand for demi-castors 
continued, aud merchants continued to 
sell them. The law was then made 
more stringent. For the iirst offense 
expulsion from the guild was the pen 
alty, with a fine of two thousant 
livres, and for a repetition of the of 
fense a line of three thousand livres 
half to the informer, while persistence 
in the sale was punished by imprison 
ment. Many heinous crimes were in 
those days punished less severely, am 
still the severity proved ineffectual 
AD attempt was made to remedy the 
injustice and hardship by ailixing t 
stamp to all hats already manufac 
tured, and to allow a period to elapse 
for using up the material prepared be- 
fore the promulgation of these ordi 
nances. Thia compromise could no 
be strictly carried out. New hats atil 
continued to be made, and it was no 
till the middle of the eighteenth ecu 
tury that the State tolerated the sale o 
demi-castors. 


Felt hats were worn to any extent ii 


England for the first time in 1510 o 
so. Their manufacture had been a 
that time just introduced there. Some 
of the old chronicles of the time pre 
serve vague stories about the manufac 
ture of fe.lt caps long before, but it i 
certain that there is no definite proof o

rich an industry, and, if it was prac- 
ticed at all, it was in such a small and 
modest way as to have escaped general 
notice. Besides, no felt caps of a 
period anterior to Elizabeth are pre- 
served in any collections, which is very 
fair proof that none existed to be pre- 
served. 
The use of felt did not become 


universal even in the reign of the 
virgin Queen. In the history of a later 
reign we read that Guy Fawkes, of 
Gunpowder Plot fame, wore a velvet 
hat, bequeathed to him by his grand- 
mother in her will. 


ORIGIN OP SILK HATS. 


Silk hats appear to have originated 


in France, In 17G& a hatter of Paris, 
by name Leprevost, had the happy 
thought of making hats of silk stuff, 
which were much more brilliant in tex- 
ture than those made from a woolen 
stuff. It was a progress, no doubt, but 
a progress of a kind not tolerated in 
those times. The unfortunate Lepre- 
vost, although he had the distinction oi 
being hatter to the King, was unable to 
stand against the hostility of his brother 
hatters, who in the name of the rules ol 
the guild forcibly entered his premises 
and seized forty-nine silk hats, which 
they kept as evidences of his breaking 
the law, while they destroyed 
by 


trampling on them no less than 3,071 
hats that were in stock. Thencefor- 
ward the silk bat had a hard time of it, 
but it graduallv fought its way into 
favor, first in Italy. 
In 1825 it got 


back to its place of birth, and began to 
be a popular article of wear in France. 


Previous to the introduction of the 


shiny silk hat tall beaver hats had been 
largely worn. These were made at 
first entirely of felt, in all sorts ol 
shapes, and with wide and narrow 
brims. The general rule appeared to be 
to make a wide-brimmed batof soft felt, 
and a narrow margined one of thicker 
and 
stiffer 
material. 
Sometimes a 


pasteboard or cloth body was used 
to keep the tall crown better in shape. 
The first silk hats possessed little 
variation in form from the felt ones 
of the time. 
The 
difference 
was 


in the substance, not the shape. The 
earliest silk hats after the- futile in- 
vention of Leprovoat appear to have 
been worn in Florence, Italy. Tal 
silk hats first came in for morning oi 
undress wear. For full dress a hat in 
the shape of a crescent, which folded 
flat, and which is still in use as a part 
of certain uniforms, was adopted. This 
kept in favor till about 1820, when the 
present opera hat was invented. Al 
gentlemen visiting carried their hats 
in their hands at that time, whethei 
calling or at a ball, and the opera oi 
crush hat speedily became very popu 
lar. 


The old fashioned hatters made a 


bitter light against the silk hat ant 
offered one curious objection to it. This 
was that it possessed no medicina 


; properties, while the beaver hat did 
According to them, by wearing a caj 
of beaver's fur, anointing the hear, 
once a month with (||1 of castor, ant 
taking a couple of ounces of the eamo 
a year a man's memory would become 
so strengthened that he would remem 
her every thing he read. Even whei 
beaver had ceased to be beaver and be 
come a mixture of lamb's wool ant 
rabbit's fur, the old theory of the medi 
cinal value of the beaver's fur was 
upheld. 


RABBIT-FUn HATS. 


The trade in rabbit-skins for hat 


making is now an enormous industry 
The skins are doubly valuable, the ha'it 
being used for felt-making and the 
pelts to boil down into glue. Tut 
present statistics of the industry in 
Europe may be figured from the "fac 
that eighty millions of skins are col 
lected in France, twenty-five to thirty 
millions in England, almost entirely 
from the warrens of the sand-hills an! 
woods;- twelve to fifteen millions ii 
Belgium, almost wholly of domestic 
breed (as are nine out of ten of the 
eighty millions of French skins); tw 
to three millions in Russia, Sweden 
and Norway, and four millions 
ii 


Northern Germany yearly. In Austria 
and Hungary there are twelve millions 
collected, but retained for home nuuui 
facture. Spain and Portugal have, skin.- 
of inferior quality which are kept foi 
the hat factories of these countries 
France occupies the chief place in tin 
commerce of ralibit-skin.s, not on\y ii 
regard to quantity but quality. There 
is no rabbit comparable to the Frencl 
rabbits, either to eat or make hats of 
Both to Belgium and to England largt 
quantities are exported. 


The supremacy of France did not ex- 


ist at the start in the rabbit-skin trade 
In the early part of this century the 
Germans and English took the lead in 
the preparation of the skins. France 
was oppressed by the system of protec- 
tion and prohibition, and so was unable 
to take advantage of this new industry 
and it was not till 1847 that the system 
of prohibition was relaxed and the 
protection of the home manufacture 
was removed. Paris, which is tin 
center of the preparation of the ma- 
terial, dispatched agents in every di- 
rection to employ brokers, chiffoniers 
and other collectors of skins of rabbit? 
and hares, which had before been sel- 
dom preserved for an}' use. The mos' 
energetic and successful purveyors in 
this industry were the Auvergnats 
who still remain the chief agents in th 
collection. 
In 18*7 the cottpericx de 


potts worked up two and a half millions 
of skins; the establishments in the 
provinces consumed about an equa 
quantity. 


At first the manufacturer collected 


and stored rabbit-skins, and trans 
formed them into hats with very nidi 
machinery. It is only recently, 'by the 
distribution of labor, always advan 
tageous, that the preparation of the 
stuff has been separated from the man- 
ufacture of hats, and the collection o 
the skins is organized as a distinct in 
dustry. 
In England there are now 


some twenty firms engaged in prepar 
ing and cutting the skins, the larges 
of which tirms are in Southwark,'ant 
others in Manchester and Leeds. The 
industry altogether is a very interest- 
ing one in many respects, ami it repre 
sents a living to large numbers ol 
people, including the collection of 
skins in the towns and villages through 
out the country, and the hundreds°ol 
women and girls occupied in "pulling' 
and in other operations preparatory "to 
the felting, when the hat majmifacturei 
enters upon the mysteries of ibis specia 
trade.

There are no statistics 
at Land of the trade in this country, 
but it is very important, and there are 
even places where rabbits are bred in 
order to provide skins for the market. 
This is, however, a perilous experi- 
ment, as the experience of Australia 
»nd New Zealand with their rabbit 
plagues will demonstrate. 


AUSTBAIIA'S RABBIT PJLAGUE. 


In the natural history of aboriginal 


Australia there were no rabbits. Na- 
ture knows better than man and had 
decided that Australia was not a rabbit 
country. A few years ago an agent 
sent to Australia from England nad 
difficulty in procuring from Tasmania, 
Melbourne and Sydney a suflicient num- 
ber of skins to serve as samples. Man, 
in the weak person of a foolish settler, 
thought he knew better than nature, 
and introduced rabbits—only one or 
two to shoot at. The climate and food 
exactly suited the rabbits' constitution, 
and enlarged its normal fecundity. 
Moreover, not having provided rabbits, 
nature had not provided the carnivor- 
ous police whoso function it is to pre- 
vent undue increase and multiplication 
of these and other small deer. In the 
second year of rabbits in Australia the 
foolish settler had good sport with hip 
gun, and was glad. In the third year 
the rabbit had good sport with his 
crops, and he was sad. Theymultiplie 
by millions, sweeping across the coun- 
try in swarms, eatiug up all before 
them, and threatening ruin to colonia 
agriculture, Farms, or "runs," which 
had formerly maintained fifty thousan 
sheep would not feed half that number 
after the appearance of the rabbits. 1 
becamealightt'orlit'e and death whethei 
colonists were to exterminate the rab- 
bits, or the rabbits to drive the col- 
onists into the sea. 


All Australia, as well as New Zea- 


land, rose in arms against the ruthless 
destroyer. The resources of civiliza- 
tion were called out. Rabbit acts were 
passed by Parliament. 
A rabbit coil 


vention learnedly discussed the matter 
and adopted 
fifty-nine 
resolutions. 


which alone ought to kill a considera- 
ble number of the timid enemy o;

rabbit slaughter were found to be ab 
surdly inadequate. One large farmei 
who employed one hundred men, will 
dogs, and spent five thousand pound.'
